elapsed before the Celestials became con­ 
vinced that pork might be cook ed with­ 
out burning down a building every time 
such a meal was required. 
The hog is 
the only creature that does not harm 
after he is dead. 
He is the malevolent 
generator of trich in o sis, 
and through that 
abominable invention he not long since 
caused trouble between the United States 
and a Dutchman named Bismarck , that 
nearly lead to war.

the Dixon Farmer’s Club, was however 
“ How mak e money out a of hog.” 
T he 
T e le gr a ph ’s experience in thut sort of 
financiering has always been unsuccessful. 
It never could mak e anything out of a 
hog. 
However farmers do veiy well with 
the pachyderm. 
We give the report of 
the Club meeting as it was furnished by 
the Secietary, Ell wood Ilughcc: 
The semi-monthly meeting of the Club 
vi as held on Wednesday afternoon. 
The 
meeting was called ro order b}' President 
Utley. 
The subject for discussion an­ 
nounced was “The comparative merits of 
the different breeds of swine, and the 
management of swine.” 
W. A. Judd 
being called upon to lead in the discuss­ 
ion entertained the few members who 
were present yery agreably by the deliv­ 
ery of an address on the history 
o f the 
hog, from the time he was turned out of 
Noah s Ark on the broad earth to “root 
hog or die,” up to the present date;show­ 
ing the wonderful improvement produced 
in him by the sk illful management of 
man in art breeding of swine until the 
degree of perfection has been reached, 
which we see in a number of the breeds 
of the present period, [especially in the 
Poland-China,: Berk shire. Chester-White 
and Jersey Red breeds. 
These all seem­ 
ing lo have reached about as near perfec­ 
tion, in the hog, as we could reasonable 
expect or imagine. 
Although Mr. Judd 
had but little love for a bog, yet his pre­ 
ference with regaiil to the merits of the 
different breeds, seemed to favor the 
Poland-China as superior to all others. 
A cross of the Poland-China with the 
Berk shire he thought a good thing to fat­ 
ten; but would not advise farmers to con­ 
tinue breeding from the product ot such 
across. 
As to profit to farmers in rais­ 
ing and handling hogs for the mark et, 
much depended upon prudent manage­ 
ment. 
Breeding-sows should not be k ept 
too fat before and at farrowing tune; 
lik e the human race the hog loves a 
change of diet, and especially should care 
be given to the diet of breeding-sows be­ 
fore and for {a while after farrowing. 
Sloppy feed should be given then, but not 
of such a nature or quantity as to pro­ 
duce too much milk until the pigs have 
arrived at some age. 
Much of the loss t*> 
farmers of sows and their pigs at farrow­ 
ing time is due to feeding too much corn 
and k eeping them in too fat a condition. 
Care should always be tak en to give the 
hog a dry bed to sleep, notwithstanding 
he [loves to be out in tho rain and to wal­ 
low in the water in the daytime; when he 
goes to bed at night to sleep it is just as 
important that he should have a dry bed 
to sleep in a9 it is for a human being, and 
a wet bed will prove just as fatal to him 
as it will to a human being to sleep 
between wet sheets. 
The Secretary not

REVOLVER BUL L ET . 


Tlie Determined Irishman Treated to a 
Fusillade ot Lead After Hi* Lecture—A 
Perilous Kx|H>rlenee at tlie Hotel Door— 
Tlie Coachman Receives a Wound In the 
Wrist—A Rush for a Refuge. 


H a m ilto n , OnL, May 24.—There 
were 
about 1,000 people at the Grand Trunk rail­ 
way station Monday afternoon to meet the 
editor of United Ireland, a score of The 
most prominent members of the local branch 
of the I.and league being present as a recep­ 
tion committee. 
When the train arrived and 
the visitors made their appearance they were 
greetod with cheers. An address of welcome 
was presented on behalf of the local league 
to William O'Brien, welcoming him to Ham­ 
ilton. The address expressed gatitude for his 
services to Ireland; pain at the cowardly 
action of the intolerant bigots of a neighbor­ 
ing city in attempting his life, and trusting 
fh*t. he was now in a city where he would re­ 
ceive fair play . 
An immense crowd blocked the street oppo­ 
site the hotel where Mr. O’Brien and Kilbride 
were stay ing, and in response to their cheers 
Mr. O’Brien stepped upon the balcony and 
maA» a speech, thanking the people for their 
hearty welcome, expressing the hope that ere 
long, in the place of having to come from 
Inland to Canada to tell of the woes of the 
Irish people, he would be able to invito Cana­ 
dians to witness the peace and prosperity of a 
people flourishing under a parliament sitting 
at College Green, Dublin. 
The O’Brien meeting in the Palace rink was 
a grand affair. A squad of police patrolled 
the street in front of the rink and kept a 
crowd of 1,500 people back, while a large 
number inside the building unanimously en­ 
dowed the statements of the speaker. The 
chairman, James O’Brien, president of the 
local branch of the Irish league introduced 
the speaker, and declared that he would have 
a fair hearing in this city .-An address by the 
league to O’Brien was then read. Mr. O’Brien 
on rising received an ovation. 
He repeated 
his familiar denunciation of Ix>rd Lans- 
downe's treatment of bis Irish tenants and 
was frequently applauded. 
He spoke for a 
shorter time than at his previous lectures on 
account of bis weakened condition. 
A resolution of sy mpathy was passed, and 
the meeting closed with cheers for O’Brien, 
Kilbride, Gladstone, and Parnell 
After the 
meeting a crowd pursued the cat* contain­ 
ing Messrs. O’Brien and Kibrido on its way 
to their hotel, and some shots were fired and 
a cabman hit, and stale eggs thrown, bu t the 
visitors suffered no hurt and were safely 
housed in their hotel under a i» oli<*o esco rt. 
Altho u gh O'Brien and the o ther o ceu pu nts 
of the co ach escaped harm fro m the mo l» , the 
driver, tu nned Nelso n, was no t so fo rtu nate. 
He was sho t in the wrist and had to dro p the 
reins, bu t T. P. O’Brien, president o f the 
leagu e, to o k them u p and lu shed the ho rse 
into u. gallo p. 
The firing co ntinu ed, and it 
was seen by the flashes at the time o f the re­ 
po rts that it pro ceeded fro m a kno t o f men 
in the middle «»f the squ are. 
The Ro yal ho tel 
is very i v ar the squ are, and the carnage a r­ 
rived 
at 
it 
in 
three 
minu tes 
fro m i 
the time o f the slio o ting. 
Here a mo b 
had gathered. 
They cro wded aro u nd the car­ 
riage- and wo u ld no t let its o ccu pants get o u t. 
.McMaho n, who was armed, finally crawled 
o u t o f the co ach windo w, anil, drawing his 
revo lver, threatened to sho o t into the cro wd 
if they did no t let (>’I*rien o u t 
He managed 
to get the do o r o j*m, and ju st then the po lice, 
vvbo liadl» een wo ndering where O'Brien had 
go ne to , ran u p and lieatthe cro wd back do wn 
the street. 
A sho wer o f ro tten eggs fro m the 
retreating mo b bespattered the fro nt o f the 
ho tel. 
Neither O’Brien o r any o f his ju irty 
was hit.

congress by deciding that while the company 
might to*» land in other sections of the state, 
they were required to take half of this land

of their track, 
and 
half south; 
that the company selected a larger portion of 
their land on the north than on the south slde< 
of the trade, “ and roamed over the entire 
state, from the Kansas to the Dakota line, 
and many citisens of Nebraska have been 
embairassed thereby .” 


An Order Regarding the Indem nity Lands. 
W a s h in g to n C ity , May 24.—Secretary 
Lamar has issued orders requiring the land 
grant railroads of the country to show cause 
why an order should not be issu ed restoring 
to the public domain the lands now with­ 
drawn from settlement and held in indem­ 
nity . One order applies to the ro o ds that 
have made selections of all lands to which 
they are entitled, or have selected all liable 
to su ch selectio n in lieu of those lost within 
the lim its o f their grants, and is made retu rn­ 
able Ju no 27.

The Vicks­ 
bu rg So u thro ns m arched o u t of camp in the 
afterno o n do wn to tho statio n, and esco rted 
the Sarsfteld Gu ards to camp. 
The camp aro u nd the m o nu m ent was the 
attractio n fo r tho u sands o f peo ple,

wo men and children. 
In camp it was a day 
>f bu stle and preparatio n, bu t so o n after Gen.

He W ill Serve. 


N e w Y o r k , May 24.—Dr. Edward McGly nn 
lectured Monday night at the Cooper union 
for the benefit of the newly -formed Eighteenth 
assembly district organization of the United 
Labor party , an admission fee being charged. 
Tho great hall was packed with men and 
women, who warmly applauded the speaker. 
The lecture was upon the duties of labor, and 
Dr. McGly nn declared it to be one of the 
duties of lal» or to demand and secure adequate 
compensation for comfortable maintenance. 
This was a duty , because tho divine law was 
that men should live by labor, ami therefore 
the drones and idlers of society , who grow fat 
by o ppressing and defrauding the i>o o r by the 
aid of bad laws, are violating the law o f nat­ 
ure and should be prevented fro m doing so. 
In the co u rse o f his remarks Dr. McGly nn, 
apo lo gizing fo r “ talking a little shop,” said: 
“Go where I may, do w hat they will to me, 
I can never do mu ch differently. 
I can never 
be mu ch different fro m w hat I have t>eeq 
[great applau se]; and this, no t merely fro n 
fo rce o f habit, bu t fro m in tensest co nvictio n. 
[Applau se.] I sho u ld bo very so rry indeed to 
seem to desert tho se tru ths which have always* 
been dear to me, merely becau se tho se who 
are in places where they are su ppo sed to ex 
j>o u nd tho se tru ths m ay m isu nderstand me, 
never became a priest as a m atter o f bu siness 
and I wo u ld never be in this mo vement if 
did no t deem it a pro fo u ndly religio u s o ne. A 
[Great applau se.] 
Henry George, who came in during the 
lecture and was loudly applauded, said a few 
words after Dr. McGly nn [hod concluded. 
The Evening Telegram say s: 
Rev. Dr, 
McGly nn was engaged Monday in preparing 
a statement regarding the letter concerning 
him received by Archbishop Corrigan from 
the pope. This statement will probably be 
given for publication on Wednesday .

Oskaloosa , Iowa, May 24.—William An­ 
dreas, an amateu r balloonist, was k illed here 
Monday evening abou t 6:30.

when a cu rrent carried the balloon eastward, 
immediately over High avenu e, a distance of 
three block s, when it took fire. Andreas was 
on a trapeze ten feet below the balloon, and 
was seen to climb nearly to the mou th, as was 
su pposed to attempt to pu t ou t the Are. Very 
soon, however, the balloon collapsed, and the 
doomed man fell u pon the roof of a bu siness 
block near the pu blic squ are. 
The body was 
cru shed beyond recognition. The ascent had 
been largely advertised, and the streets were 
filled by thou sands of people, mostly women 
and children. The sight was a terrible one 
and occasioned intense excitement Some la­ 
dies fainted, and others had to be carried 
home.

Hurley Hue a Clo se Shave» But le Safe-- 
Help Wanted. 
M ilwa ckkk, Wia. ,May 9 1 —John a George, 
commercial agent of the Chicago & North­ 
western road in this city, has ju st retu rned 
from a trip to Hu rley and the Su perior mine. 
He left Hu rley Satu rday night MAt that 
time," said Mr. George, “the fires which had 
threatened the town were u nder control, al­ 
thou gh at one time the prospect was good for 
seriou s trou ble. The fire started over west of 
Hu rley and bu rned throu gh the timber to the 
edge of the town. All that saved the ¡dace 
was the hardwood timber. When the fires 
strik e this they are check ed materially. Bu t 
in the clearings w here the timber has been cu t 
off and the bm« h-piles left the fire raged 
fiercely. At one time it came u p to the edge 
of the Little Colby mine and to within three 
or fou r rods of the powder hou se of the Goge­ 
bic Powder company, where twenty-five tons 
of dynamite was stored. This is situ ated abou t 
a qu arter of a mile west of the town, and if it 
had gone wou ld have wreck ed the place. One 
magazine ou t in the woods did explode, bu t 
it had very little powder in it. When the 
fire became so threatening the Hu rley steam 
engine was ru n ou t on a flat-car to the pow- 
der-liou se, and by hard work the fire was 
check ed and the danger averted. Hu rley now 
has a g o o d supply of water, as pipes have 
been laid from the Germania mine into the 
town, and all the water pu mped ou t of the 
mine runs do wn throu gh ttese into a hu ge 
tank in fro nt o f the Bu rton mou se. The re-

The Calamity Abating. 
Ma rqu ette, Mich., May 24.—The su spense 
o f the peo ple is gradu ally abating, as no new 
disasters are repo rted fro m forest fires with 
the ex ceptio n of northern Wisconsin, west of 
Hu rley and do wn on the Gogebic range, a dis­ 
tance of fifty miles. The fires are abaiting in 
that territory, however. They are doing 
great damage in pine and hardwood lands. 
The total insu rance in the Lak e Linden fire 
w as $307,000. In addition to John Casey, who 
Was bu rned to death, a man named Holzberger 
had his sk u ll fractu red and will die. The 
relief committee has sent the following ap­ 
peal to wholesale merchants: “Help is im­ 
mediately and earnestly solicited for destitu te 
su fferers.

W ashington Cit y, May 24.—The inter­ 
state commerce commission received and took 
action Monday u pon complaints coming from 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and Chi­ 
cago & Alton roads against the New York 
Central & Hu dson River and the Pennsyl­ 
vania roads. These western roads complain 
that the New York Central and Pennsylvania 
roads refu se to afford complainants equ al fa­ 
cilities for receiving throu gh traffic for Kan­ 
sas City'; and that they ref u se to sell tick ets 
over complainants’ roads for that point, or 
to Chicago over their own roads on requ est 
of complainants’ agents. They characterize 
this as an attempt 011 the part of the eastern 
roads to coerce the traveling pu blic, and an 
inju riou s discrimination against the complain­ 
ants. The commission sent copies of the com­ 
plaints to the eastern roads, with a notice to 
answer them within ten days’ time. 
A commu nication was received from the 
Mississippi s*ate railway commission u rging 
the rigid enforcement of the hau l clau se, and 
the revocation of the su spensions heretofore 
ordered, 011 the grou nd that su spension mak es 
the law almost nu gatory. 
They say the 
fou rth clau se is o f great help to interior towns, 
and to people who live along the lines of the 
roads. The claim of the railroads, the Mis­ 
sissippi commission say, that the discrimina­ 
tion shou ld be allowed to continu e in order 
to enable the railroads to compete with the 
water-ways, shou ld be addressed to congress.
